WHERE THE SIGHTS AND SOUNDS OF VIOLENCE JARRED PEKING 
FOR THE FIRST TIME SINCE THE CULTURAL REVOLUTION OF THE 
NINETEEN SIXTIES. TENS OF THOUSANDS JAMMED TIEN AN MEN 
SQUARE IN PEKING EARLY IN THE WEEK, ANGRY OVER THE REMOVAL 
OF WREATHS PLACED IN TRIBUTE TO THE LATE PREMIER CHOU EN-LAI. 
THE MILITIA WAS CALLED OUT AND THE RIOT WAS QUELLED ... 
HUNDREDS WERE ARRESTED ... AND GOVERNMENT BROADCASTS “/ARNED 
AGAINST ACTS OF VIOLENCE THAT COULD PROVOKE DIFFICULT 
POLITICAL SITUATIONS. THE PEKING BATTLE 
APPARENTLY CAME AS THE CLIMAX TO LENGTHY BEHIND-THE-SCENES 
MANEUVERING TO PICK A SUCCESSOR TO PREMIER CHOU. CHIEF 
AMONG THE CONTENDERS WAS TENG HSIAO-PING, THE MAN WHO 
LED THE WELCOMING PARTY DURING PRESIDENT FORD'S VISIT 
TO CHINA LATE LAST YEAR, BUT WHOSE STAR HAD FALLEN THEREAFTER-- 
THE RESULT OF CHARGES THAT HE HAD FOLLOWED THE CAPITALIST 
ROAD. ON WEDNESDAY, IT APPEARED THAT THAT ROAD HAD COME 
TO A DEAD END FOR MISTER TENG. THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OF 


CHINA'S COMMUNIST PARTY ANNOUNCED THAT BECAUSE OF HIS BAD 
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BEHAVIOR, AND BECAUSE OF WHAT WAS CALLED THE "COUNTER- 
REVOLUTIONARY INCIDENT" AT TIEN AN MEN SQUARE, MISTER TENG 
WOULD BE DISMISSED FROM ALL PARTY AND GOVERNMENT POSITIONS. 
COPT) THE COMMITTEE SAID, HOWEVER, THAT MISTER TENG, ONCE 
CONSIDERED A POSSIBLE SUCCESSOR CHAIRMAN MAO TSE-TUNG, COULD 
KEEP HIS COMMUNIST PARTY MEMBERSHIP -- BUT THAT EVEN THAT 
WAS TIED TO WHAT THE COMMITTEE REFERRED TO AS HIS FUTURE 
BEHAVIOR. CEND OPT) ELEVATED TO THE NUMBER TWO POST IN 

THE PEKING HIERARCHY WAS HUA KUO-FENG -- A RELATIVELY 
UNKNOWN PARTY OFFICIAL UNTIL HIS APPOINTMENT TO THE 
POLITBURO THREE YEARS AGO. OBSERVERS NOTED THAT IN 

ADDITION TO BEING APPOINTED PREMIER, MISTER HUA WAS ALSO 
NAMED FIRST DEPUTY CHAIRMAN OF THE CHINESE COMMUNIST PARTY -- 
A MOVE THAT THRUSTS HIM AHEAD OF SEVERAL OTHERS IN THE LINE OF 
SUCCESSION BEHIND CHAIRMAN MAO. THE PARTY'S ANNOUNCEMENT 
LEFT NO DOUBT AS TO THE MOTIVATION BEHIND ITS DECISION TO 
ELEVATE MISTER HUA -- CITING WHAT WAS CALLED "THE PROPOSAL 
OF OUR GREAT LEADER CHAIRMAN MAO," A PHRASE THAT WAS 

ALSO USED IN DESCRIBING THE OUSTER OF MISTER TENG. NOTING 
HIS RELATIVELY UNKNOWN BACKGROUND, FOREIGN OBSERVERS WERE 
HESITANT TO PREDICT THE FUTURE POLICIES OF THE NEW CHINESE 
PREMIER -- EXCEPT TO SUGGEST THAT MAJOR CHANGES IN 
INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS DID NOT APPEAR LIKELY, (COPT) THIS 
VIEW WAS EXPRESSED BY SEVERAL PERSONS KNOWLEDGEABLE ABOUT 
CHINESE AFFAIRS -- INCLUDING PROFESSOR DOAK BARNETT, A 
WIDELY-KNOWN SINOLOGIST WITH THE BROOKINGS INSTITUTION

"THE FEW CLUES THAT HAVE BEEN OBTAINED FROM HUA KUO-FENG'S

SOME AMERICANS NOW, AND HAS REITERATED THE POLICIES OF THE

DAYS LATER -- BUT THIS TIME WITH GONGS AND RED FLAGS, DRUMS 
AND CYMBALS TO HERALD THE APPOINTMENT OF A SUCCESSOR TO THE 
LATE PREMIER CHOU EN-LAI -- AND TO SHOW THEIR APPROVAL OF 
HUA KUO-FENG,.

COPT) THERE WERE POLITICAL CHANGES ELSEWHERE IN ASIA 
THIS WEEK ... MARKED BY THE Fi2ST MAJOR CHANGE TO TAKE PLACE

AS THE WEEK BEGAN, PRINCE NORODOM SIHANOUK RESIGNED AS 
HEAD OF STATE, A POSITION THAT WILL NO LONGER EXIST UNDER 
THE CONSTITUTION DRAWN UP BY THE COUNTRY'S NEW COMMUNIST 
RULERS. PRINCE SIHANOUK -- THE FIERY AND FLAMBOUYANT 
LEADER WHO HAD WORKED FOR YEARS TO MAINTAIN CAMBODIA'S 
NEUTRALITY -- SAID ALL HIS WISHES HAD BEEN REALIZED AS

HIS CRUMBLING SEVENTEEN-PARTY COALITION, AND BIG GAINS BY

OLDER BROTHER, SENI PRAMOJ. THE SHIFT IN GOVERNMENT ~~

FOR THAT COUNTRY. Iti CONSIDERING A FOREIGN MILITARY AID 
MEASURE, THE SENATE HAD APPROVED FIVE HUNDRED MILLION DOLLARS 
IN ADDITIONAL AID FOR ISRAEL -=- ON TOP OF THE TWO THOUSAND 
TWO HUNDRED MILLION DOLLARS ALREADY PROPOSED BY PRESIDENT 
FORD. MISTER FORD WARNED THE LEADERSHIP IN THE HOUSE OF
